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OF THE WISCONSIN INSTITUTE FOR THE EDUCA- 
TION OF THE DEAF AND DUMB.

The Board of Trustees of the * Wisconsin Institute for the Edu- 
‘cation of the Deaf and Dumb,” by their Secretary, beg leave to 
submit to the Legislature, their eighth annual Report: 


The Trustees feel that they have reason to congratulate 
themselves and the friends of the Institution, upon the entire 
success of their efforts and labors in discharging their duties 
in the management of the affairs of the Instituticn committed 
to their charge during the past year, notwithstanding the lim- 
ited means placed in their hands for that purpose., In doing 
this, they have done more than they even anticipated, or the 
friends of the Institution had reason to expect. ` 

Believing that the trust committed to them by the State, is 
one of humanity, they have been stimulated by no other de- 
sire or ambition than the prosperity of the Institution. That 
the money of the people of the State, which has been so gen- 
erously appropriated to build the necessary buildings, —to 
make the necessary improvements and repairs, and to foster 
the same, should be prudently and wisely expended. Enter- 
taining these sentiments, they commenced their labors the 
beginning of the past fiscal year of the Institute, with a re- 
newed energy and determination to accomplish more for the 
good of the Institution, than had been done in anyjone of the 
preceding years in its vos They look back as the dawn 
of the year closes, with no little pride at the success of their 
labors. The Trustees hope to be párdoned for venturing the 
belief that they have appreciated the wants of the Institution 
in all its appointments ; and these wants have been promptly 
met at all times by them, to the extent of the means placed 
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in their hands, nor have any pains been spared on their part 
to discharge the trust reposed in them. 

In proof of this, the trustees solicit on their part, the closest 
examination into all the matters connected with the Institu- 
tion. fuch investigation they hope the Legislature will make, 
for the purpose of satisfying themselves and the people of the 
State. 

This examination they believe to be the duty of the Legis- 
lature, in justice to the Trustees, as well as to the people, and 
that the Legislature should make itself familiar vrith the affairs 
‘and wants of the Institution, that when called upon to make 
pU EE they may be able to act wisely and judic- 
iously; 

The Institution has been under the control of J. S. Officer, 
A. M., Principal. Under his management, it has continued 
to prosper, and the Trustees are entirely satisfied with all he 
has done. They believe it due to Mr. Officer to say of him, 
that his connection with the Institution has met their most 
sanguine expectations, and the Institute and State may con: 
sider it a fortunate matter to have his eminent services. The 
report of Mr. Officer, herewith submitted, will fully inform 
you of the internal arrangements and conditions of the Insti- 
tution. 

The Trustees entertain the hope that the people of the State 
will find this Institution worthy of their support, and com- 
mensurate to the wants of that unfortunate class of our fel- 
low beings, whom it is designed to elevate. There have been 
in attendance the past year, 80 pupils. For the sanitary con- 
dition of the Institute, you are referred to the Physician's re- 
port. The report of Mr. Officer will inform you of the amount 
of money which has been expended for the support of the 
Institution during the past year, and for what the same has 
been expended. I 

The report of the Building Committee, which is herewith 
submitted, will inform you of the sum that has been expen- 
ded in finishing the main building, during the year 1859. In 
the year 1857, an appropriation of $15,000 was made, and 
the main building commenced, the walls put up and covered 
with a shingle roof; in 1858, another appropriation of 86,000 . 
was made; and for the purpose of completing it, the Trus- 
tees, in their last annual report, asked your honorable body 
to appropriate the sum of $9,000, that being the lowest esti- 
mate made, for which the work could be done, and for pur- 
chasing the material, But for reasons best known to your 
“ honorable body, an appropriation of only four thousand 
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(4,000) dollars was made,—a sum less than half of what was 
asked. 

The Trustees, after consulting as to the best manner of ex- 
pending this sum towards completing the building, after hav- 
ing examined into the condition of the work then done, and 
taking into account the best economy Tor the State, and the 
best interests of the Institution, together with.its actual wants, 
came to the conclusion that if by any means the building 
could be finished this year, it would be for the best interests 
of the State and the Institution itself. 

Four thousand dollars would not meet one half of the ex- 
pense for labor and material. If they commenced and expen- 
ded the sum appropriated in finishing off some of the rooms 
below, and then were obliged to wait for an additional ap- 
propriation to complete the upper stories, it necessarily would 
interfere with the internal arrangement of the school; be- 
sides it must unavoidably mar and disfigure the work already 
completed, —and further, they found that they could not get 
the work done as cheaply by expending the four thousand 
dollars, as they could by letting the whole work together. 

After canvassing the subject thoroughly, the Trustees con- 
cluded that it would be better to let the entire: work to one 
man, provided he could be found. They accordingly adver- 
tised for proposals to finish the work on the main building, 
according to the plans and specifications. Numerous bids 
were made. ,Patrick Gormly, of Delavan, was the lowest 
bidder, and the entire job was let to him accordingly. The 
work has been done under the superintendence of the Building 
Committee, and S. O. Kelsey, the Architect, as as far as com- 
pleted and accepted by the Trustees, they have no hesitation 
in'saying, that the work by Mr. Gormly has been faithfully 
done in accordance with his contract. For a more particular 
detail of the amount expended, and the kind of work done, 
and materials used, the Trustees refer your honorable body to 
thereport of the Building Committee before referred to, and 
also the report of S. O. Kelsey, Architect. 

In the completion of the main building, alterations and 
changes have been made from the original plans and specifi- 
cations, which. experience and convenience demanded. How- 
ever, the expense of these amount to but little, when compar- 
ed to the advantages which will be derived from them. 

The balance of the work to be done by Mr. Gormly, is to 
be completed by the first day of June next. When this 
building is finished it will compare favorably with any of the 
public buildings of the State, in architectural beauty and 
design and for solidity and durability ; it will stand as a 
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proud monument of the munificence of the State, erected for 
a noble and praisworthy purpose. Under its roof, the light 
of reason and religion wilt be made to shine upon minds 
heretofore closed to all the means of instruction. 

Thousands of our unfortunate fellow beings who cannot 
hear or speak, under the patronage of the State will be taught 
and will receive an education, so essential to fit and prepare 
them for usefulness to themselves and to the State. Without 
this, they will prove a burden to themselves and to their 
friends. Isis not, then, a cause which demands of the State 
its fostering care and protection, and would the State dis- 
charge her duty if she neglected an obligation she owes to this 
unfortunate class ?

together with other necessary fixtures required, the 

Trustees ask for an appropriation of  - - 350 00 


Considerable portions of the land connected with the Insti- 
tute can be made much more useful by being thoroughly 
drained. For this purpose, the Trustees ask an appropriation 
of $800; which, in their judgment, will be ample to fit for 
immediate use some fifteen acres of land that must otherwise 
remain comparatively useless. 

They would also ask for an appriation of $200 for constructing . 
a ferice in front of the Asylum grounds. In consequence of 
so much of the yard and GES having been occupied for 
building purposes the construction of anything but a temporary 
fence around the yard and grounds immediately connected 
' therewith, has been dispensed with; but as building for the 
present will soon cease, the Trustees ask for this amount for 
fencing purpose. 
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The Asylum buildings as erected, were roofed with shingles. 
It is evident, in GC E of the number of chimneys and 
other causes, and the large amount of ae surface on the 
roofs, that there is danger from fire, The Trustees would 
therefore ask your honorable body to make an appropriation 
of $1,000, for the purpose of putting on fire-proof roofs.— 
True economy for the tax payers of the State, and a due 
regard for the lives of the pupils and other inmates of the 
Institute, imperatively demand it. 

For heating, lighting, supplying with water, and other val- 
uable information, you are ka ban. to the report of the archi- 
tect. In the plans and specifications of the Institute buildings 
no provision has been made for either a wood house or a 
vegetable cellar; and, indeed, the propriety of constructing 
either in immediate proximity to the Asylum, being very 
questionable, the Trustees would recommend that the sum of 
$1200 be appropriated for the purpose of building a wood 
house and constructing a vegetable cellar. 

For the support of the school, there will be an appropria- 
tion required, from the estimates made by the Steward, of 
the sum of $14,700 00. 

The whole amount of expenditures during the last fiscal 
year has been $20,411 81, as appears by the Treasurer’s, 
Secretary's, and Steward’s reports. For the “items” for 
which this amount has been expended, you are referred to 
. these reports, herewith appended. ' There is a balance in the 
Treasury of $5,256 85; to which add amount due from the 
State on the appropriation of 1859, of $3,650, and there is 
subject to order $8,906 85. 

The Trustees would do injustice to themselves and the 
Institute, did they not take this opportunity of publicly 
acknowledging the prompt manner in which the State Treas- 
urer has responded to all demands made upon him for the 
appropriations to the Institute by the legislature, in 1859. — 
The money has been regularly paid over at or before the same 
by law became due,

PRINCIPALS REPORT, 


To the Board of Trustees : 


GENTLEMEN :—The routine of labor in a school is essentially 
the same from year to year. The events which make up tho 
history of one term are substantially those that constitute the 
history of another. These are important and interesting in 
. their proper place; for they indicate the state and develop- 
ment of minds, and affect for good or for ill their present and 
their future. Although these SEENEN with interest to the 
practical teacher, they might not be deemed appropriate for 
specific notice in an annual report. 3 

The same observation applies to many of the experiments, 
theories, themes and methods of instruction, which deeply 
engage the attention of the teacher, and form an invaluable 
part of his equipment for professional labor. An extended 
discussion of them would hardly be else than tedious jo per- 
sons not actually employed with them. 

Notto tax your attention at this time with any of these, 
we may with propriety allude to some matters of a general 
nature, and to some that bear directly upon our present con- 
dition and prospects, 

A marked degree of health has been enjoyed. It is not 
uncommon for a single private family, during the course of a 
year, to have a much greater amount of sickness than has 
existed among the pupils. For this inestimable blessing we 
cannot be duly gratetul to the Author of all our mercies. 

The pupils in general have applied themselves with interest 
and energy to study, and have made commendable progress. 
Mere acquisitions of knowledge form buta limited part of an 
education, The mastery of the English language, one of the 
prominent results aimed at in the. instruction of the deaf and 
dumb, may be measurably attained by a pupil and he yet be 
left far below the grade of a really educated deaf mute. If 
he have not acquired a love for close study, power to control 
and fix his attention and to concentrate his mind, he has laid 
no substantial foundation for subsequent improvement; and 
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his departure from school, with its stimuli to effort, will be, 
not-only the end of his progress, but the commencement of a 
retrograde, which will in a few years, leave him a pitiable 
specimen of an educated mute. 

We have met with examples of this class who were retro- 
grading every year, and giving sad proof that the edifice of 
instruction had been built upona shallow foundation, and 
with untempered mortar. Circumstances in life extremely 
unfavorable to mental culture, may, in some instances, ac- 
count for this result, but ordinarily, we believe it is owing to 
an erroneous education ;—the responsibility for which may 
sometimes rest with the teacher, and sometimes with the 

upil. I 

E To obviate, as far as possible, such unhappy consequences, 
we endeavor to adopt such regulations and pursue such a 
system as will strengthen as well asinform the mind, such 
as will enable the pupil to advance without the aid of leaping 
strings; as will cultivate his powers of observation and reflec- 
tion; as will form habits of concentration of mind: and of 
persevering study. Such habits ara the very foundation of 
all substantial education, and, like the granite basis of the 
mountains, are slow of formation. We might refer to many 
facts and indications among the pupils, in proof of most grat- 
ifying results in these particulars; but at present shall notice 
but three. : EN “i 

These are :--The general appearance presented in study hours, 
—in the class rooms,—and among the more advanced pupils, 

There are, of course, regular hours for sttidy.: The boys 
study in one large room, properly furnished with desks and 
seats: the girls in another: Almost unbroken silence pre- 
vails during the allotted time. Every eye and mind seem in- 
tently fixed on their proper work: This is the'case when no 
monitor is présent. m 

The class-rooms, too, present a spectacle’ of" close attention. 
to the instruction of the:tëachër, and stéddy application to the 
exercises assigned, ` . i S 

Among the more advarited pupils especially, is there a thirst - 
for knowledge and improvement, deepening’ from month to 
month; gratifying evidences 6f voluntary, earnest 'persever- 
ing study, and desire for thoroughness in their acquisitions. | 

The prompt-and united 'actiori of thé’ last ' Legislatutë, in 
repealing the law requiring pay from a certain class “of pupil, 
affords matter for- hearty” congratulation.” The” Instittite’ is 
again placed on a basis corresponditip to' that of our. conimon 
schools, The prospects for increase: werd’ greatly clonded 
while that-law was in operation; In every western" State, 
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where similar legislation had been tried, serious eviis resulted 
and accumulated, until the necessity and justice of repeal be- 
came appareut. À repitition of the-same experiment, by the 
Wisconsin Legislature, gave great surprise, and seriously 
threatened the welfare of this and of the Blind Institutions. 

In the latter, where the law.was.allowed to produce its le- 
gitimate and natural effects, it is well known that the num- 
ber of pupils was so diminished as to render advisable the 
suspension of operations in that school, thus defeating the very 
end contemplated in its establishment. 

Similar results threatened our prospects, and would doubt- 
less have followed, had not meñ and laborious efforts been 
made to avert the calamity, and encouragements confidently 
held outto parents, that the law would be repealed as soon as 
its nature and effects were fully indicated. 

The repeal of that law has rolled a. dark cloud from our 
horizon, and opened before us a vista bright with prospects of 
usefulness and progperity. 

There are still however, serious obstacles to the increase of 
our numbers. The advantages of such an institution are so 
apparent to most persons, they take for granted that the intel- 
ligence of its establishment will ba hailed with joy by every 
parent who has a child belonging to this class. While this is 
true of many of them, it is.far from being the. case with oth- 
ers. Thesmall proportion of girls among the pupils, is one 
evidence of this. The limited namber. of applicants for ad- 
mission, in proportion to the actual number in the State, who 
are of suitable age, isproof. There is an average of one deaf 
mute to every two thousand inhabitants. Estimatiríg the pop- 
ulation of the State at seven "hundred and fifty thousand, 
(750,000,) gives us a deaf:mute population of three hundred 
and seventy-five (875.) Deducting from this all who are un- 
der ten or even twelve, and those. over twenty-five years of 
age, a small portion also who are.idiots, and those who have 
been educated, there must. remain about one hundred and 
fifty (150) who are proper subjects for admission. The actual 
number now in attendance: is seventy-three (73). Of these, 
forty-eight (48) are boys, and but twenty-five (25) are girls. — 
Thus it appears that about one half the number who are of 
e age and condition to: be: receiving instruction, are de 
nied it. 

Nor is this the fret simply in Wisconsin. It is true to a 
greater or less extei “uevery State. The same causes that 
operate here to produ ‘is condition of things, are at work 
in other States. 

Were this number of neglected ones within a small district 
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of country, there would be comparatively little difficulty in 
learning who and where they are, and in securing the attend- 
ance of most of them; but when it is remembered that they 
are scattered over the immenge territory of the State, making 
less than one to a county, (I mean those only who are of proper 
age, &c., for instruction,) and are among the various foreign 
population, whose parents may not as yet have learned to 
read or speak our language, some idea may be formed of the 
difficulty of accomplishing these objects. 

It becomes at once apparent that one obstacle to the attend- 
ance of some is, that their friends have never heard of the 
Institution, They seldom or never read the papers, and do 
not see the occasional notices of. the Institution, that may be 
there given. 

The indifference of some parents is another obstacle. If unedu- 
cated themselves, they are not likely to realize the importance 
of educating a mute child. Some defer the matter until 
the mind, from want of proper exercise and stimulus, becomes 
paralyzed, ard loses its susceptibility of improvement, mem- 
ory will pot retain what is imparted to it; the perceptive 
faculties are hopelessly blunted, and the whole intellectual 
and moral mechanism is seized with a kind of palsy that 
baffles all efforts to remedy. ‘This evil begins with the deat 
and dumb at quite an early age. In no case should their 
education be deferred longer than their fourteenth year. 

We have had, and still have, in the Institution, pupils 
whose natural talents were good, but whose prospects for 
reaching or even approaching the point of intellectual im- . 
provement to which they might have attained, have been 
utterly blasted by the dilatoriness of the parents. 

The indifference of other parents is such that they would 
never, if left to themselves, give the subject of educating 
their mute child a moment's serious consideration. They 
know not experimentally the advantages of education, and 
of course do not appreciate them in behalf ot their children. 
Nor do they realize the injury which their neglect is doing. 

The daughters, especially, are the victims of this neglect.— 
The small proportion of female pupils is evidence in point. 
There are about as many female as male deaf mutes in the State, 
and did parents show as wise a regard for their daughters as 
for their sons, there would be no such disproportion as has 
always existed here in the numbers of boys and girls. 

Some, again, have no proper knowledge of the purposes and 
ends of such an Institution, nor any conception or belief in 
the possibility of educating deaf mutes. If they have heard 
of its existence, they suppose it to be an asylum where the 
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diseased and helpless are to be taken care of. Bu . having 
never met with an educated mute, nor understood distincti 
that there is a system by .which the deaf can be instructed, 
and fitted for society and usefulness, they.give no further 
attention to the matter. 

A mercenary spirit on the part of some parents is the sole 
obstacle. The son is useful on the farm :or about the house; 
'the daughter renders aid.with her needle and “with her hands 
in household labors. To spare-them would involve some loss 
and some expense, or it:may be, some self-denying economy, 
they are consequently kept at: home, and thus are shut out 
from every avenue to knowledge, indepeudence or happiness, 
and fitted only to be burdens.to themselves and to society. 

Such treatment would be accounted malignant in a bitter 
enemy ; but for a parents’ hand to infliqt it is a crime against 
nature; while, to inflict it for the paltry consideration or a 
few years’ manual labor is an aggravation o, the cru lty 
worthy the worshippers of Molcch. 

And yet the examples are not rare in which a par, Ce 
hand makes this “ruthless sacrifice of his own child upon the 
altar of Mammon. ; l à : 

We have in mind now a mother, whose daughter—a bright, 
romising girl—is nearing the age when she will be too old to 
earn, and who deprives her of the benefits. of instruction 

rather than lose her earnings--who persists in doing this, re- 
gardless of the interposition of neighbors. . 

We know of'a father who has three deaf mute children, — 
two of them grown,— whom he has kept at home in utter 
ignorance. They are of service there, and he seems entirely 
unwilling to spare them. 

Could nature speak out through those mute tongues, would 


not her first utterance be a prayer for ‘deliverance from such ` 


friends ?” 

Are such parents proper guardians? Might not the law 
justly interpose to wrest from their hands the helpless ones 
whom they are crushing beneath the Juggernaut of Avarice? 

Poverty is another obstacle. . This is sometimes plead when 


` avarice is what really stands in the way. But for the last 


two years the parents of some have been in straitened circum 
stances, who were previously in R teed ease and comfort; 
Their most unremitting efforts have been scarcely sufficient to 
proeure the necessáries of life. Some of these feel a delicac 
about receiving-aid from any quarter, even if it were offered, 
and labor on in hope of better times, postponing the taking 
of any steps towards educating their mute children. 

Those = live in remote parts of the State find it difficult 
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and expensive to get their children here; and this difficulty 
is enhanced by the necessity ofsome one accompanying them, 
Where it is practicable we make arrangements to havea 
teacher take charge of them going home, and to meet them 
at convenient points on their return; but this, in some 
instances, cannot be accomplished. 

The weak and foolish indulgence of some parents is another ob- 
stacle. Instead of governing their children, they surrender the 
solemn trust into the hands of the child, which, being unfortu- 
nate, is petted and indulged greatly toitsinjury. A proposition 
to go away from home and attend school does not meet with the 
approval of the child, whose ignorance of course unfits it to 
decide what will-most conduce to its welfare. The parent im- 
agines that if sent away contrary to its own inclinations, it will 
be unhappy; and this mistaken idea unneryes parental decision, 
and perverts parental affection into a course thatis weak, 


short-sighted, and ruinous. 


We would take occasion here to state for the encourage- 
ment of parents, that the new pupils very soon find relief 
from home-sickness. Association with those who use the lan- 

age of signs; the school room exercises, recreations, labor, 
the kind attention8 of teachers, arouse all the faculties of mind 
and body, and afford such enjoyment as soon attaches them 
strongly to the Institution, and makes the commencement of 
school life appear to them afterwards, like the beginning of a 
new and brighter existence. Tt would be an event almost un- 
exampled to meet with an educated mute who did not look back. 
upon the years spent at the Institution as the happiest of his 
Die, 


Parental anxiety and sorrow at the prospect of a long separ- 
ation from their children, deters some trom sending them to 
an Institution. .A parent's yearnings are deepest toward the 
unfortunate child. Separation from itis not only painful, 
but how natural the fear that others may not minister the 
sympathy and the care that are given’ at home 5--that 
health may not be properly guarded , that bad habits may 
be contracted ;—that evil, in some form, may befall, from 
which home would be a shield. Such fears are natural, and 
yet if indulged to the point of withholding an education 
‘trom the child, they work irreparable injury. x 

To such parents, we would say that the arrangements of 
the Institution have special reference to all these interests. — 
Such Institutions have been in existence in our country over 
forty years. Experience and observation have suggested 
many regulations, conveniences and facilities for promoting 
the health, comfort, safety. and improvement of the inmates, 
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its wholesome admonitions ;—its judicious restraints ;—where 
the aim is not simply to impart useful knowledge but to cor- 
rect evil habits and form good ones ;—to.shield from danger- 


ous exposure and temptations ;—to : discipline the. body, the 


mind and the heart ;—to prepare for the toils, trials and res- 
ponsibilities of life, and for the ultimate realization: of our im- 
mortal hopes. e Ee 

That great success has attended the operation of such Insti- 
tutions, is q fact well known. #That parents may rest assured 
that proper kindness and care will be extended to the pupils 
in health and sickness, we have no hesitation in referring them 
to the testimony of those who: know: ‘The unusual health, 
cheerfulness, contentment, good behavior and steady improve- 
ment of the pupils; their attachment to the Institution, and 
the alacrity with which they return here after vacations—leav- 
ing the charms and ties of home--may be mentioned in evi- 
dence of what has been advanced. “ ` i 

On the other hand we would ask-parents,.who from fear or 
anxiety withhold from their mute child the advantages of an 
Institution, to consider the inealculable injury they do them. 
To be deaf and dumb is a heavy affliction; but, in addition to 
this, to be doomed to a life of almost cheerless ignorance, and 
to become a mental and moral abortion, aggravates the calam- 
ity ten fold. ds Pu 

It is appropriate here, to observe that - personal or peeuniary 
considerations do not influence “us in urging these matters, 
We are not laboring to build up a private e the in- 
come of which would flow into our own purse, .but to rescue 
the unfortunate deaf and dumb from the dungeon of ignorance, 
and start them on a career of light, knowledge and blessedness. 

Let none suppose for a moment that theyiconfer any favor 
upon the institution or its officers in bringing pupils. . They 
secure an advantage to themselves, and’ a blessing to their 
children, while upon us :falls additienal.care, labor and re- 
sponsibility ; lightened, however, ‘by the prospects'of more ex- 
tended usefulness. ' DAD TRE 

We have referred somewhat at length to the obstacles that 
prevent parents bringing their deaf mute children ‘to the In- 
stitution. The practical questions that at once arise. im the 
mind are — ` Mi e 

How are these obstacles to be removed Z and 

What efforts are-made for their removal? -' 
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A knowledge of the, Institution is of course to be extended; 
proper persons, and the public, as far as possible, influenced 
to co-operate in searching ont the deaf and dumb, and induc- 
ing the parents or guardians to send them where they can be 
ed cated, — - E E T 

By: the annnal distribution of reports and circulars we hope 
to enlist the editors throughout the State, and through them 
to reach multitudés who would otherwise hear nothing of the 
Institution. ; : 

The individuals upon whom we mainly rely to find out the 
deaf and dumb are ministers, physicians, and school teachers, 
They come so.readily and so often in contact with the fami. 
lies throughout their respectivo districts, that a little effort on 
their part would discover: nearly every deaf mute in the State. 

During the past summer ar circular was: issued containing 

a general notice of:the Institution, a handsome plate of the 
building, and a 'copy of the. manual alphabet, used by the 
` deaf and dumb, This was sent to every editor, and to every 
për man and.physician in the State, whose address we could 
obtain. l 

A package of them was sent to each of the 666 School 
Superintendents, with a request that he distribute them 
among the teachers in his distriet. Over three thousand three 
hundred (8,300) were disposed of in this manner. . 

We have also endeavored to have a copy put up in every 
post office in; the State, where multitudes could see it who 
would meet with-it nowhere else. - 

A copy has, of course, been sent to the parents of all the 
deaf mutes of whom we have heard; and special opportuni 
ties for their. further distribution are embraced as they arise. 

We doubt not that.many.to whom these have been sent, 
have lent us their co-operation, From. some of the editors, 
school superintendënts and others, vë have had visible 
and gratitying prdofs-of their interest, Of those who rejoice 
in the .establishment and -prosperity. of such Institutions 4s 
this, there are few. who realize the necessity of general effort, 
in order to secure the beneficent results, We trust that the 
statements made iri the preceding pages will have some influ- 
ence in securing the co-operation of all classes, but especially 
of editors, ministers, physicians and school teachers, . 

As tending still further to awaken interest in, and to pro 
mote the enterprise of deaf and mute education, it is presumes 
that the way will, before long, be clear for-an exhibition tour 
in company with some of the pupils, that large numbers of 
our fellow citizens who cannot - visit the institution, may have 
an opportunity of witnessing somewhat of the, results obtained 


| 
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and of the system pursued in educating those who neither 
hear nor speak, 

Appended will be found a list of the names of the pupils 
in attendance the past term. Fourteen new pupils have been 
received this fall. Several. that were tonfiden ently expected, 
have failed to come. The number now in attendance is sev- 
enty-three, which number, it is not improbable, may be in- 
creased very soon, by the addition of three or four.

The expense for the construction of the sewer may appear- 
large to those that did not see it at the time that it was being 
constructed. But when the amount of material, length of 
sewer and depth of digging are taken into consideration it 
will not appear so extravagant. The main sewer is 445 feet 
long, laid with the best of hard brick in common lime mortar 
and plastered inside with cement. it is in the form of an egg 
standing upon the small end and is fourteen inches by twenty 
one inches inside, The branch sewera are 300 feet long con- 
structed of Ohio stone sewer pipe, six inches in diameter, e 
mented together at the joints, inside of rings made for that 
purpose. À large amount of lead pipe has been used for 
eonductors from different parts of the building-into the main 
and branch sewers. The excavation for the sewers has 
necessarily been expensive in consequence of the depth to 
be dug to get below the basement of the buildings. A large 
amount of the excavation had to be over twelve feet deep.— 
In digging the diteh, unfortunately a large spring was found 
that caused quite an extra expense to get over, so thatit 
would not endanger the safety and durability of the sewer.— 
In course of its construction it was found necessary to make 
five traps to prevent odor and animals from passing back into 
the buiiding.- These traps are built of hard burnt brick and 
cut stone and have added quite materially to the expense.— 
Great attention has been paid to the construction of the sew- 
ers to make them durable and adequate to the wants for all 
time. o

REPORT OF ARCHITECT. 
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To the Building Comaiittes of the Wisconsin Institute for the 
education of the Deaf and Dumb. 


GENTLEMEN :—Between ‘the completion of the exterior walls 
and covering of the mai body of your building, according 
to my report of December-8th, 1857, and again taking charge 
of it under the resolutión -of the Board of Trustees ot July 
90th, 1859, a considerable portion of the interior work had 
been done under the direction of different building cummit- 
tees, viz: the floors had been laid, the partitiong set, a part of 
the doors made, most of the lathing and a portion of the plas- 
tering done, and the frame of the belfry had been erected. 
Since taking charge of the remaining work, it has progressed 
uninterruptedly under your efficient contractor, Mr. P.Gormly, 
so that I can now report the interior mason-work completed, 
including the walls and ceilings of the first, second and third 
stories, which are finished to grounds with three-coat work, 
stucco finish ; the attic with good two-coat work, and the en- 
riching of the hall and principal rooms of the first story and 
chapel in the second'story, with plain run stucco cornices and 
centre pieces. I-can also report the inside joiner work, with 
the exception of the dumib waiter, inside blinds, and vesti- 
bule, as so nearly done that it will he completed in a short 
time; and that, so far as it has progressed, it has been dune 
in a thorough manner, The above items reported as unfin- 
ished, I believe will be according to the conditions of the con- 
tract with Mr. Gromley, who, as an earnest, has already com- 
pleted some portions considerably in advance of the time 
specified. . | 

The doors, halls,office, chapel and third story are to be grained 
inoak and varnished. A portion of these are alread done in 
a tasteful manner by Messrs, Kelly & Brother, of Janesville. 
This graining was thought to be better for those particular 
parts than to use white or a uniform tint in saving labor in 
keeping the wood-work clean, no i: considerable item in such 
à building. The plain painting and laying the grounds has 
been done in a workmanlike manner by Mr, Richard Williams 
of this place. 
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The belfry has been inclosed and dome and lantern built, 
These give a marked character to your building, and add 
much to its exterior appearance. Their frames have been 
putup and braced with much care, to withstand our high 
western winds. - 

While speaking of the belfry, I would mention that advan. 
tage is intended to be taken of the opening of the circular 
stairway into its base for ventilating purposes. The stairway 
being centrally located in the building, surrounded with warm 
rooms, will at all times give a draft “for: the purpose during 
winter, and the heat of the sun upon the roof and belf 
during summer will have a similar effect.. The floors and oeil. 
ing of each story have been designed for. the circulation of 
air between and its discharge into the circular stairway, so 
that each room can be ventilated by, either the downward or 
upper system of ventilation, or both, depending upon the po- 
sition of the registers. SÉ 

The balustrade of the main roof is in such a state.of for 
wardness that it will be put up in a.few weeks. This and the 
exterior wood-work of the belfry and lantern will be painted 
with three coats of a fine drab, a little lighter than the main 
cornice, 

In addition to the inside work and parts above the roofa 
main sewer for the drainage of all parts of the buildings has 
been constructed commencing a little northwest of the main 
building and running over the brow of the hill to the low 
land where it enters into a diteh-that runs to the stream at the : 
north side of your grounds. This sewer. is four, hundred and 
forty-five feet in length, built of brick and plastered upon the 
inside with cement. .It- is egg shaped in section with the 
small end down and ig fourteen by twenty-one inches inside, 
To construct it has cast much labor. The excavation at the 
head had to be some thirteen feet deep for efficient drainage 
and having opened a large spring in its course at the foot 
of the hill north of the building. it required an extra ditch 
between five and six feet in depth. for some distance to tem- 
porarily dispose of the water. l 

Across this spring the sewer has been carried on a suitable 
foundation of open brick work:above the water, and the. water 
itself has been collected inte a stone. ware. sewer pipe which 
having less fall than the sewer raises sufficiently to empty 
into it about one hundred feet .béyond the spring and one 
hundred and fifty from the sewer mouth. This water although 
it has cost an unexpected outlay in ‘disposing of it will have a 
good effect in keeping the mouth of the sewer clean. From 
the main brick sewer over 300 feet of branches have been 
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laidof stone-ware pipe six inches inside diameter. These 
extend to the boys” privy and from near the head of the 
main sewer along the north side of the building with branches 
to the north areas, the kitchen, boys wash room andlaundry in 
the east transverse wing. Within the length of the main sewer 
and branches there are five traps covered with stone to pre- 
vent the.rising of foul gasses. After commencing the system 
of sewers it was thought advisable to extend them by branch- 
es farther than was at first intended, which with disposing of 
the spring has swelled the cost about three hundred dollars 
beyond the original estimate. 

In addition to a few items that remains to be done,under 
the contract with Mr. Gormly is the front poreh which is to 
be constructed the coming spring. Provision should be 
made for the stone and iron work for this at an early day in- 

cluding steps, pedestals, railing, &c., estimates for which I 
| have already furnished you. I would also suggest the propri- 
ety of building the piaza in front of the east lateral wing. 

In relation to other matters of your buildings and grounds 
to which I would wish to call your attention, one of the first 
isthe condition of your present shingle roof on which mo:e 
orless inlamable matter must collect from the action of the 
weather and its proximity to the chimneys. There are now 
in use, nine chimneys with from one to four stoves to each, 
and the danger of sparks, particularly when burning out un- 
der a high wind as they will often do, call for some fire proof 
protection other than that you have. For this slate or corru- 
gated iron would undoubtedly be the best and cheapest in the 
end, but would require a heavy present outlay, besides I am 
not determined whether the framing of theroofs of the wings 
are sufficiently strong. Another means for present protection 
would be to cover the shingles with some fire proof composi- 
tion (some kinds of which have given good satisfaction) and 
in case the building should be heated with steam as was re- 
commended in a former report, and thus having the fires re- 
moved would render the buildings much safer than at present. 
For this item you Would require abont one thousand dollars. 

The next I would urge upon you is the. heating of your 
building and lighting it. In heating it, but partially now, 
there is consumed about two hundred cords of wood yearly, 
besides the danger of having stoves scattered through so many 
rooms, left often alone, as they must be, from the duties of 
the óccupant, and the dirt, confusion and trouble, of distribut- 
ing the fuel daily. The method Irecominended in my former 
report, I have seen no reason to change, although it would 
make an expense of some six thousand dollars, (now the in- 
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side work isup,) but would, I think, be repaid in e sho 
time, in increased safety and comfort. 
. In reference to lighting your building, as was remarkej 
. when speaking of it before, yearly improvements are bein 
made in gas manufactory for solitary buildings, sach thy 
since then, many private dwellings are using gas of hom 
manufactory, successfully, and at a saving in cost and conva. 
ience, even where ordinary street gas flows before their dooy 
in pipes that only require tapping for use. Would notitsin. 
troduction into your buildings, at a cost of two thousand dd 
lars for apparatus for the whole, and pipes and burners fok the 
portion built, be a saving in risk and trouble over the presen 
use of fluid, camphene and coal-cil ? 

No provision has been made for the distribution of wate 
through the building, for fire or other purposes. Something 
for it seems to be necessary. Two tanks can be put in the 

. attic, over the brick: partition, with pipes tô different parts d 
the building, and be supplied with hydraulic rams from the 
springs on your grounds. this would cost complete, about 

nine hundred dollars. 

' w In the design of your buildings, no permanent provision 

was, made for a vegetable cel'ar within it, for two reasons:- 

The one, that as the basemeut would be wholly occupied for 

other purposes, it would require to be sunk beneath it, which 
would considerably increase the cost of foundation and drain 
age to that depth: and the other, that when the wants of the 

Institute were increased, as they were likely to be, the large 

collection of vegetables required, beneath any portion of the 
basement, might not have the best sanitary effect. It wa 
therefore designed to have a separate vegetable cellar of easy 
access from the building, when required. The number of in 
mates now and their wants, call for some such provision. To 
construct one sufficiently ample for future use, with provision 
for a wood room above, (which is also needed,) will cost about 
twelve hundred dollars. DE 

The northern portion of your grounds extending from the 
foot of the hill to the creek, are atpresent too wet for tillag; 
from the water supplied along the blufi. But having ample 
fall, and being covored to considerable depth with the riches 

of vegetable soils, that only require a judicious system 0 
drainage in cutting off the supply of water along the foot 0 
the hill, and making provision for taking off what may aris 

elsewhere to make it the best possible for garden or other us. 

I would recommend that a system of tile drainage be adopte 

for it. This would cost about $900 for tiles and labor, bu 

would make several acres, now only fit for pasture, which i 
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pot needed, into the best of ground for tillage, of which you 
want a greater amount. l 

In conclusion, gentlemen, for many items to which I have 
not particularly referred, let me remark that your building is 
destined, as the State increases in population, to become the 
Echool and. home of three or four hundred persons, if not 
more, and must have all the appliances a family. of that 
size and nature, and that in constructing it where only por- 
ions can be done at a time, a careful attention, not only to 
present, but to prospective wants, is necessary ; that each 
pari made in detail should be done with reference to the whole 
when complete, and with proper pre paration for future use, or 
it will entail the loss of much money and labor in tearing up 
improper work and putting down new.

To the Board of Trustees of the Wisconsin Institute for the Edu- 
cation of the Deaf and Dumb: i 


GENTLEMEN— During my term of medical service in the 
Institution under your charge, embracing the nine. months 
just past, we have had continued cause for thankfulness and 
gratitude to the Great Dispenser of life and health, for the 
immunity from death and almost uninterrupted enjoyment of 
. health which the pupils of the Institute have experienced. 

The cases of disease which have come under my 'notice 
and care, were, almost without exception of a sporadic nature, 
mild in form, and yielded readily to remedial measures— 
nothing of an epidemic nature has prevailed, with the single 
exception, of a slight influenza, during the spring months.— 
There have been-several cases of chronic disease which are 
still under treatment. 

The present sanitary condition, and arrangements of the 
Institution are excellent, spacious and well ventilated rooms 
having been appropriated for hospital use, in each depart- 
ment, (male and female). In this respect I have no im- 
provements to suggest.
